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Governor's  Letter  of  Transmittal  to  the 
General  Assembly 


To  the  Twenty -seventh  General  Assembly: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Budget  and  Efficiency  Com- 
missioner of  the  State  of  Colorado,  containing  a  Budget  of  proposed  expendi- 
tures for  the  ensuing  biennial  period,  a  detailed  statement  showing  the  revenues 
and  expenditures  during  the  preceding  biennial  period  and  other  data  as  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  State,  for  your  information.  While  the  report  speaks 
for  itself  in  all  matters  of  State  finances,  I  do  wish  to  call  your  special  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  amount  recommended  for  appropriation  is  less  by  over  $600,- 
000  than  the  total  appropriated  hy  the  last  General  Assembly  for  the  same  pur- 
poses, and  is  less  by  $229,391.70  than  the  amount  recommended  by  the  Budget  of 
two  years  ago  for  appropriation  for  the  same  purposes  during  the  past  two  years, 
and  is  also  less  by  $23,704.44,  than  the  actual  revenues  of  the  General  Fund  for 
the  preceding  biennial  period. 

The  recommendations  as  to  appropriations  for  the  various  institutions  and 
departments  of  state  are  made  after  personal  investigation  of  the  several  institu- 
tions and  departments,  and  I  hope  they,  with  the  assembled  data,  will  be  of  aid 
to  you  in  arriving  at  your  conclusions  as  to  both  the  amount  of  appropriations 
needed,  and  the  amount  of  revenues  to  be  provided.

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Colorado: 

As  authorized  by  Chapter  XII  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1919,  I  herewith  hand 
you  the  Budget  Report  compiled  pursuant  to  its  provisions. 

The  Report  contains  statistical  data  with  reference  to  the  revenues,  mill 
levies,  bond  issues,  and  expenditures  of  departments  and  institutions  for  the 
period  of  1927  and  1928;  the  request  for  funds  for  1929  and  1930  made  by  the 
various  departments  and  institutions,  together  with  certain  suggestions  from  this 
office  concerning  their  apportionment. 

The  estimated  revenue  of  the  State  for  1929  and  1930,  for  General  Fund 
purposes  as  estimated  by  the  State  Auditor  is  $4,566,200.00. 

The  Budget  requests  of  the  several  institutions  and  departments  of  state 
are  $7,565,294.02,  and  the  recommendations  of  this  office  total  $5,140,732.03. 

The  actual  amount  of  revenue  for  the  General  Fund  for  the  last  biennial 
period  Avas  $5,164,436.47. 

The  foregoing  figures  refer  only  to  appropriations  from  the  General  Fund. 
Departments  supported  by  fees  of  the  office  and  institutions  operating  under  mill 
levies  are  not  included. 

Inasmuch  as  you  have  no  control  over  the  funds  accruing  to  institutions  sup- 
ported by  mill  levies,  I  have  set  forth  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  these  insti- 
tutions Avithout  comment. 

In  making  the  suggestions  regarding  the  distribution  of  funds,  I  have  en- 
deavored to  keep  in  mind  the  item  of  the  estimated  revenues  of  the  State,  and 
the  actual  needs  of  the  departments  and  institutions.  My  figures  are  in  no  sense 
to  be  considered  arbitrary,  but  have  been  assembled  in  the  hope  that  they  may 
prove  helpful  to  you  and  to  the  Committees  and  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly.

EXPLANATION  OF  EXPECTED  INCREASE 

Tax  Fund — Last  biennlum  we  received  $14,704.00  less  than  the  amount  the  mill  levy 
should  produce.  This  is  nearly  seven  per  cent.  It  is  hoped  the  loss  will  be  much  less 
next  biennium,  and  we  have  estimated  $2,546.00  more  than  we  received  this  biennium. 

Pure  Seed  Fund — This  fund  which  has  always  been  in  the  first  class,  because  it  is 
for  the  protection  of  our  growers,  was  placed  in  the  third  class,  and  later  in  the  fourth 
class,  the  past  biennium  and  only  $3,326  was  paid.  Non-payment  of  this  necessary  fund 
and  the  unusually  heavy  loss  on  collections,  caused  an  overdraft  of  $12,880.00  on  Station 
funds.  Certain  projects  had  to  be  carried  through,  and  we  did  what  we  could  to  protect 
the  seed  laboratory  work. 

Purnell  Fund — This  fund  Increases  until  we  finally  receive  $60,000.00  a  year  from  the 
Oovernment.    We  reach  the  $60,000.00  limit  .June  1930-31.

BUILDING  OPERATIONS 

The  last  building  to  be  erected  with  the  Building  Levy  of  1917  was  the  Library 
which  was  started  just  before  the  close  of  last  biennium,  and  an  expenditure  of  $5,400.00 
reported  at  that  time. 

The  building  was  completed  in  April,  1928,  the  total  expenditure  for  building  and 
equipment  being  $166,790.13. 

The  Building  Levy  is  now  closed,  the  total  received  during  the  ten  years  being 
$1,337,584.00. 

With  this  fund  we  have  provided  relief  for  Physics,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Veterinary 
Medicine,  Women's  Physical  Education  and  Social  Life,  Men'si  Physical  Education,  the 
Library,  and  the  Administration  Building. 

With  this  fund,  we  also  erected  wooden  buildings  for  war-time  service,  and  received 
some  reimbursement  from  the  War  Department,  all  of  which  wasi  used  for  permanent 
improvement.  Two  of  these  have  been  destroyed  by  fire  and  replaced  with  fire-proof 
structure,  out  of  insurance  funds.   A  third  is  in  use  for  cafeteria  service.

EDUCATION 

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  was  designated  in  1917  as  the  State  Board  for 
Vocational  Education,  and  the  tables  on  the  following  pages  give  a  distribution  of  funds 
handled  by  this  board. 

See  Session  Laws,  1917,  Chapter  150,  Page  537.  Section  Two  of  this  chapter  reads 
as  follows: 

"The  governing  board  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  officially  known  as 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  is  hereby  designated  as  the  State  Board  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  Congress.  In  addition  to  its 
present  powers  and  duties,  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  vested  with 
all  the  powers  required  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  Act  of  Congress." 

Session  Laws,  1919,  Chapter  78,  Page  285,  makes  an  appropriation  to  meet  the  federal 
fund.  The  state  now  receives  from  this  appropriation  $62,()80.00  annually;  also,  $10,000.00 
a  year  for  administration.
